ROAMING 
THE 
SHAVING 
MUG 
WORLD 


with W. Porter Ware 











The glass label or giass tablet 
shaving mug is not the kind of mug 
for you folks who wish to serve punch 
in mugs. This scarce and peculiar mug 
belongs to the barber shop family of 
shaving mugs. It needs introduction 
time and again so that it will not pass 
into oblivion. 

If you can imagine a slim and small 
pancake glued to the surface of a 
white shaving mug in the manner of 
a label affixed thereto, spatter painted 
with gold paint, then covered with a 
thin coating of glass bending to the 
curve, you have a fair conception of 
the real thing. 

The Koken Barber Supply Company 
of St. Louis used to turn out a su- 
perior glass label mug. I am speaking 
of this firm in the period 1381-1886 
when it was known as Koken & Bop- 
pert. Their trade mark underneath 
mug was printed as follows: “Decor- 
ated by Koken & Boppert, St. Louis. 
Use Telephone Razors, Oriental Shav- 
ing Soap & Cosmetics”. Incidentally 
the firm of Koken was founded origin- 
ally as E. E. Koken in 1874. In 1881 it 
became Koken & Boppert. Then, in 
1886, it was changed back to E. E. 
Koken and in 1889 it was incorporated 
as the Koken Barber Supply Co. It is 
known today as “Koken Companies, 
Inc.” but like other such companies it 
has long forgotten its shaving mug 
days. 

There are some fine examples of the 
glass label mug illustrated in the 
catalogue dated 1880 of Theo. A. 
Kochs (Chicago), sketched in large, 
medium, and small size mugs. Shown 
are the “Diamond”, “Oval”, and “Cur- 
tain” style Tablet Mug. Each of the 
three designs mentioned was executed 
within the area of a label in the shape 
of a shield. The name of the mug 
owner ran through the center of the 
design in each instance. In the same 
catalogue, two other label shapes are 
given than the shield. There is the 
oval shaped label itself and there is 
the label shaped like two ovals at 
cross purposes with each other. One 
should bear in mind that these label 
shapes undulated artistically and did 
not conform with exactness to the 
stated shape. 

Other designs shown in this 1880 
catalogue, within the label shape it- 
self, were name above floral and ban- 
ner furled at each end. All known de- 
signs are not included within the 
pages of this particular catalogue. 

The Kochs Company makes this 
statement about its glass _ label 
(tablet) and other decorated shaving 
mugs of the time—“This branch is one 
of our specialties. The work being 
done on the premises by artists and 
every part of it being carefully super-

The packing of the mugs is 
done by experienced hands, and losses 
by breakage are very rare. Although 
our tablet mugs are shown with the 
labels in front, we can also put them 
on the side, if specially ordered”. 

I am reminded that some of the 
glass label mugs did, indeed, show 
signs of misspelling of names. No less 
than three separate cases of this have 
come to my attention to date. 

Glass label mugs were out of style 
m their appearance in catalogues fol- 
lowing 1880, but a few designs were 
listed until 1885. Their scarcity. today 
is due to the fact that the labels are 
fragile. Breakage of existing ex- 
amples over the years has greatly 
depleted the number making this mug 
a rarity. Like the passenger pigeon, 
there were many once upon a time, 
but too few persons preserved 
the supply in its abundance and 
the intervening years were lean.

“Oh, to be in Virginia, 
Now that April—and Garden Week—are there.” 


PRIL is kind to Virginia, and just to drive along 
Av that run through woods filled with dog- 
wood and redbud is a joy in itself. Then how 
much more entrancing it is to find that these roads 
lead down by rivers and over hills to stately old 
mansions and gardens. Many of these estates are open 
for your pleasure during Garden Week. Some of them 
date back to the time when Virginia was England’s 
colony and were built and planted with loving care by 
our Colonial forebears.

The first time that 
funds were raised by the 
Club for a definite resto- 
ration was in 1926 when 
in answer to an appeal 
from the Jefferson Me- 
morial Foundation tosave 
some fine old trees 
planted by Jefferson at 
Monticello, a huge flower 





and this was the forerunner of Garden Week. 

The first Garden Week was held in April 1929, and 
the first major restoration was planting the Grounds 
of Kenmore, lovely home of Betty Washington Lewis, 
only sister of George Washington. The next year the 
Gardens of Stratford the home of the Lees were re- 
stored and ever since then—except for the war years— 
the last week in April has been Garden Week in Vir- 
ginia and many historic gardens and shrines have been 
restored. 

In 1941, when war clouds were dark over England 
and her towns were being bombed, it seemed fitting 
that Virginia should help her Mother Country, if only 
in a small way, and so the entire proceeds of Garden 
Week were sent to Plymouth, England, for restoration 
of a different kind. ; 

Last year, after a lapse of five years, the tours were 
resumed and we are proud to announce another 
Garden Week this Spring. Besides the Seventeenth 
and Eighteenth Century homes, a limited number of 
modern homes and gardens will be opened with the 
hope that they will add interest and stimulate the 
building of charming places.

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‘ y IsITORS to Virginia’s annual Garden Week will 

see the Old Dominion at its loveliest, when 

the woods flash with the pink and white of 

the dogwood tree, and the lilac and the hyacinth 

spread their scent upon the air. Apple and peach trees 

in bloom will line the ancient highways, and the 

bright blossoms of the redbud will flame from the 
forest. 


Springtime always finds Virginia at its most charm- 
ing. Geoffrey Chaucer says in his quaint masterpiece, 
“The Canterbury Tales”, that the vernal season is the 
one when folk “longen to go on pilgrimages.” Certainly 
the Spring of 1948 would seem to be a suitable time 
for a pilgrimage to the oldest American State. Virginia 
cannot date its birth as far back as the late Middle 
Ages, in which Chaucer lived, but it extends more 
than three and a quarter centuries into the dim past. 


Virginia’s General Assembly met at Jamestown be- 
fore the Mayflower so much as sailed. Visitors can 
stand on the spot today where that pioneer legislative 
body of the New World held its deliberations. The 
ruined church tower and the other hallowed relics of 
the first permanent English settlement in America are 
there for all to see. 


Nearby are Williamsburg, the colonial capital after 
the seat of government was removed from Jamestown 
at the end of the seventeenth century, and Yorktown, 
where independence was won. Within a fourteen-mile 
radius of Williamsburg—restored in exquisite taste by 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr.—are these two storied spots. 
There is no peninsula in the Western Hemisphere so 
historic as that upon which Jamestown, Williamsburg 
and Yorktown lie within a short distance of one 
another. 

En route from the Northeastern United States to 
that amazing neck of land between the James and the 
York, one passes inevitably through such towns as 
Alexandria, where Washington worshipped, and Fred- 
ericksburg, likewise closely associated with the Father 
of His Country, through blood-drenched battlefields 
of the Civil War, to Richmond, the long-beleaguered 
Capital of the Confederacy. Richmond has symbolized 
for generations the heroic stand of a people who 
believed they fought for a just and righteous cause. 


But it is not only in Tidewater that the Old 
Dominion offers a rich feast of history and romance. 


The Piedmont, the Shenandoah Valley and the South-

west all beckon to the traveler. Charlottesville, with 
Monticello and the University of Virginia; Lexington, 
with the tombs of Robert E. Lee and “Stonewall” 
Jackson, as well as Washington and Lee University 
and Virginia Military Institute; and the Skyline Drive, 
which winds along the spine of the Blue Ridge, and 
leads the motorist into the Southwest’s “Mountain 
Empire”, are a few of the unique attractions. 


There are gardens filled with flowers and bright 
with butterflies in every section of Virginia—formal 
gardens lying by stately mansions and informal 
gardens in less pretentious surroundings. They form a 
brilliant backdrop for Virginia in the Spring. 


It should be stressed, however, that Virginia is not a 
State which places all its emphasis upon the past. On 
the contrary, it is progressive and forward-looking, 
without being matcrialistic or absorbed in mere 
money-getting. It secks to make the Virginia of today 
a blend of the old and the new, of the past and the 
future. As such it welcomes those who will come dur- 
ing Historic Garden Week, and it believes that they 
will find themselves repaid in visiting its temples and 


its shrines.

BRANDON 


(Left) Historic James River (south 
side) estate about 50 miles east of 
Richmond. One of the most im- 
pressive James river plantations, it 
was originally included in a huge 
land grant, to John Martin who ac- 
companied Capt. John Smith on his 
first trip to America. He called it 
Martins’ Brannon. From John Sad- 
ler, Richard Quiney (brother-in- 
law of Judity, daughter of Wm. 
Shakespeare), and Symon Sturgis 
who reportedly purchased it in 
1637, it was purchased by Nathaniel 
Harrison whose descendants owned 
it for more than two centuries. The 
present owner is Mrs. Robert V. 
Daniel in whose possession is the 
original grant. 


(Right) A part of BRANDon’s garden 
in spring bloom. Trees as old as 
BraNnpon itself tower watchfully 
over a myriad of old fashioned 
blooms—dogwood, lily-of-the-valley, 
flowering cherries, magnolias. Wis- 
taria graces the South portico and 
though the bullet holes of the 
Revolution which pierce the river 
porch disclose the turmoil through 
which Branpon has passed, the 
visitor realizes today, only a sen- 
sation of peace and is left breath- 
less with this panorama of ethereal 
beauty. 





(Left) The drawing room at Bran- 
DON with its luxurious furnishings, 
offers a tale that will stir today’s 
sentimentalists. From the chande- 
lier in this room, hanging by a 
delicate wire, is a plain gold wed- 
ding ring. None can recall, nor 
recover the history behind it, but 
the present owners have let it re- 
main as it was when the estate came 
into their hands. Several years ago 
it was examined by Tiffany who 
dated it prior to 1800 and found it 
to be pure gold with no alloy con- 
tent whatsoever. 
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(Below) Entrance hall at 
Sprincssury. Of particular in- 
terest are the Waterford glass 
light fixtures. John Holker 
built the brick house in 1792 
which served as part of the 
underground railroad during 
the Civil War. It was restored 


in 1935. 


The wall paper in the dining 
room at Sprincspury (right) 
was made in France in 1810 
by Du Four and is one of four 
known complete sets in the 
United States. The Waterford 
glass chandelier was purchased 
in Shanghai. Mrs. Greenhalgh 
owns one of the largest col- 
lections of Early American 
bottles (not shown) inherited 
from her father (Mr. Libby). 
These are displayed in another 
section of the house in 
especially designed windows.

KENMORE 


In Fredericksburg —a magnifi- 
cent specimen of Colonial archi- 
tecture with walls two feet thick. 
We are told that excepting Mt. 
Vernon, Kenmore is the only 
house standing which was close- 
ly associated with George Wash- 
ington throughout his whole 
lifetime. He is reported to have 
personally designed the ornate 
ceilings and over-mantels which 
grace so many of the rooms. The 
dwelling was built in 1752 by 
Col. Fielding Lewis for his wife 
Betty, only sister of George 
Washington.

The Aesop over-mantel deco- 
ration at KENMORE is in the 
library. It is a pictorial fable of 
Aesop’s “The Fox, the Crow, 
and the Cheese.” George Wash- 
ington is responsible for its de- 
sign as an ever present picture 
philosophy for the benefit of his 
nieces and nephews. 








The library, or “great room” at 
KENMORE, where among other 
patriots, such notables as Wash- 
ington, Jefferson, and LaFayette 
met. In this room is the most 
ornate ceiling in the house, and 
typical of Georgian style is the 
room’s marble mantel opening 
and the permanent over-mantel 
decoration. Upon the death of 
Col. Lewis, his estate was in such 
dire straits, that his widow Betty 
Washington Lewis was compelled 
to turn KENMORE into a boarding 
school for girls so that she could 
continue the education of her 
children. 
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The “sitting room” at Mar- 
MION with its fireplace 
panelling in natural and its 
old fashioned bell rope 
which bespeaks long past 
but not forgotten niceties. 
One writer reports that the 
small chair dates back 
seven generations, its back 
worn smooth through usage 
by the Lewis children in 
learning to take their first 
steps. 





MARMION 


overlooks the Potomac River, 17 miles from 
Fredericksburg in King George County, Virginia 





The home (above) believed to have been built 

prior to 1701, is entered on both fronts by 
walks paved with large square bricks burnt 
upon the plantation. It is owned by Mrs. R. 
Carter N. Grymes, nearest living relative of 
George Washington. Note curious shaped chim- 
ney which was built to leave a space of 8x11 
for a secret chamber. 


A departure from the sym- 
metry of Colonial architec- 
ture is found on the interior 
of Marmion. This is the 
hall (right) with its panelled 
wainscot, the top of which is 
more than five feet from the 
floor. On the old stairway. 
the balustrades each boast a 
different style of turning. 
The panelled drawing room 
(not illustrated) at MARMION 
has been stripped and re- 
assembled in the American 
Wing of The Metropolitan 
Museum of Art. It is known 
as the “Marmion Room”.

EYRE HALL 


By Ratepu T. WHITELAW 


For quite a few years, the author has been noted for 
his historical research on the Eastern Shore of Vir- 
ginia. His book on the subject is being planned for 
publication in the not too distant future. 


The story of Eyre Hall begins in 1636 with a patent to 
Edward Drew for 300 acres and the site of this house is 
on that land. It, with adjacent patents, later came into the 
possession of Col. William Kendall, and in 1685 he deeded 
700 acres to his daughter Mary and her husband Hancock 
Lee for their lives, and then it was. entailed to their 
daughter Anna and her heirs. The Lees moved to the 
Western Shore and Anna married William Armistead. In 
1754 she and her grandson John petitioned the Assembly 
to have the entail docked, following which they united in a 
deed for the property to Col. Littleton Eyre, a descendant 
of an early Eastern Shore pioneer. 

Besides owning lands elsewhere, Col. Eyre had added to 
the home plantation, which he left in 1768 as 1570 acres to a 
son Severn. As time went on, parts of the land were sold, 
but in 1922 there were still 924 acres left. At that time a 
division was made between Mrs. W. H. DeCourcy Wright 
(daughter of a later Severn Eyre) and her niece Mrs. Henry 
D. Baldwin, with the latter receiving the house and the land 
immediately adjacent. 











Section of the garden at 
Eyre Hatt. The dwelling 
(not pictured) was built in 
1775 by Littleton Eyre and 
enlarged 29 years later by 
John Eyre. Mr. & Mrs. Henry 
duPont Baldwin, owners. 
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The frame house is a long one with four different roof 
levels. The second section in size is now two full stories, 
but until 1800 it was the story and a half type, and prob- 
ably was built by Col. Eyre at the time of his purchase. 
West of this (at the end of the whole structure) is a two 
story gambrel roof section, built in the last quarter of the 
eighteenth century, which is the formal part of the present 
home. East of the original section are the kitchen and other 
utility parts. The house stands at the back of a large wooded 
park, which is fenced, and about the house itself is an old 
time picket fence. 

A wide hall extends across the end of the house and in 
the middle of it is a graceful arch. On one side of the arch 
the hall is handsomely paneled, while at the other the walls 
are covered with the DuFour block print paper pattern ‘Les 
Rives de Bosphore’. Next to the hall are two rooms: the 
larger towards the front is the parlor and behind it the 
library, both also handsomely paneled. 

Behind the house is a superb formal box garden sur- 
rounded by a brick wall with a low picket fence on top of 
it. No one can stroll about this garden without being 
greatly thrilled, and the peace and quiet of it all produce 
the feeling of similar reverence experienced when stepping 
into a cathedral. West of the garden is the family burial 
ground, and south of that the old Orangery or conservatory. 

The lane to Eyre Hall is three miles south of Eastville, 
on the west side of U. S. No. 13, and may be spotted by a 
semicircular entrance wall similar to the one about the 
garden.

r I Jue third attempt to establish a col- 
lege in Virginia succeeded when the 
Reverend James Blair secured a 

charter and endowment from King Wil- 

liam and Queen Mary on February 8, 

1693. Plans of Sir Christopher Wren were 

used in constructing the main building 

which was erected in 1695 to house the 
entire College. 

The College has ever been fortunate in 
attracting the interests of other notable 
men. The splendid collection of books 
given by Governor Francis Nicholson was 
lost in the fire of 1705 which destroyed 
the interior of this building. The execu- 
tors of the estate of the eminent physicist, 
the Honorable Robert Boyle, endowed an 
Indian school from a fund he had be- 
queathed for philanthropic purposes. Nor- 
borne Berkeley, Baron de Botetourt, an 
esteemed governor of the colony, pre- 
sented medals to be awarded as prizes to 
students for excellence in philosophy and 


The Indian School 
occupied this build- 
ing, erected in 1723 
and named for the 
Brafferton Estate in 
England, the in- 
come from which 
supported the 
school. 


Every president of the 
College has lived in the 
President’s House, built 
in 1732.

ferson, reorganized William and Mary as 
a University, when schools of grammar 
and divinity were discontinued and chairs 
of law, medicine and modern languages 
were established. 

The French Government repaid the 
College for the damage a fire caused in 
the President’s House while officers of the 
French Army were quartered there. Louis 
XVI of France gave the College a collec- 
tion of books (mainly on natural history). 
Only one of these was saved from a 
second fire which gutted the interior of 
the Wren Building in 1859. Then official 
records, rare books and valuable equip- 
ment were lost. Among them was Mark 
Catesby’s “Natural History of Carolina, 
Florida and the Bahama Islands,” which 
he gave to the College with the provision 
that it would never be removed from the 
Library. Among the important items 
saved was an historic garden book, “De- 
scription Des Chateaux Et Pares De 
Versailles,” by Piganiol De La Force. 
The donor of this volume, Alexander 
Spotswood, may have used it in planning 
the gardens of the Governor’s Palace. 
Because they were in safekeeping else- 
where, the original minutes of Phi Beta 
Kappa, founded at the College on Decem- 
ber 5, 1776, were preserved. 

During the War Between the States, 
College classes were suspended. At 
various times both armies occupied Col- 
lege buildings, and during its occupation 
by Federal troops in 1862 the Wren 
Building suffered its third fire. The College 
was reopened after the War, but its 
slender resources enforced another sus- 
pension in 188]. Seven years later, a 
grant from the General Assembly enabled 
the College to resume operation. In 1893 
Congress indemnified the College in part 
for its losses in the War. After years of 
increasing state aid, the Board of Visitors 
transferred the property of the College to 
the Commonwealth of Virginia in 1906. 
The first World War was followed by a 
period of expansion. Today William and 
Mary is coeducational; its present enroll- 
ment is the largest in the history of the 
College.

F George Wythe, Thomas Jefferson 

once wrote that “On the first dawn 

of that (the Revolution), instead 
of higgling on half-way principles, as 
others did who feared to follow their 
reason, he (Wythe) took his stand on the 
solid ground, that the only link of 
political union between us and Great 
Britain, was the identity of our Execu- 
tive; that that nation and its Parliament 
had no more authority over us, than we 
had over them... .” 

In 1764, George Wythe, then a member 
of the Virginia House of Burgesses, was 
placed on a committee to prepare peti- 
tions to the King and both houses of 
Parliament against the threatened Stamp 
Act. Wythe in drafting the petition fol- 
lowing his own principles “so far over- 
went the timid hesitations of his col- 
leagues” that it was subject to material 
modifications before it was sent. Jefferson 
went on to point out that this preceded in 
statement the famed resolutions of Patrick 
Henry. 








Wythe’s lifetime spanned the formative 
years of the republic. His was certainly 
the most respected legal mind of his day. 
The beloved teacher of many of the most 
notable statesmen of the colonial and 
early republic periods, he also was 
counted as a close friend by several 
colonial governors. He was among the 
most prominent of the American Revolu- 
tionary patriots, a signer of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, and the first college 
professor of law in North America. 

This distinguished American jurist was 
born in 1726 in Elizabeth City County, 
Virginia, the son of a member of the Vir- 
ginia House of Burgesses. Wythe’s pupil, 
friend and admirer, Jefferson, records that 
Wythe had taught himself the classics 
with the assistance of his mother. Wythe 
was also listed as a student at the College 
of William and Mary. There were no law 
schools for Wythe to attend and according 
to the practice of the day, he “read law” 
in company with other lawyers of the

region and was admitted to the Virginia 
bar in 1746. 

At the age of twenty-eight, he followed 
in his father’s footsteps, having been 
elected to the Virginia House of Bur- 
gesses as the member for Williamsburg. 
It is believed that he moved his residence 
to the colonial capital about 1754. He also 
served for a time as the Attorney General 
of the Virginia Colony. Subsequently, he 
was often a member of the House, repre- 
senting several different constituencies, 
and from 1769 to 1775 he was the Clerk of 
the House. In 1769 he served as Mayor of 
the City of Williamsburg. 

At the outbreak of the war, Wythe 
offered himself for military service, but 
was elected a member of the Continental 
Congress in 1775 where he remained to 
be the first among the Virginia signers of 
the Declaration of Independence. In 1776 
he was appointed with Jefferson and Ed- 
mund Pendleton to make the laws of 
Virginia more appropriate for an inde- 
pendent State, an important and monu- 
mental task which required three years to 
complete. 

In 1779 there was established at the 
College of William and Mary what has 
been held to be “the first chair of law in 
an American college and but twenty-one 
years junior to the Vinerian professorship 
of English law at Oxford.” Wythe, in his 
capacity as its first professor, influenced 
many of the men who later shared in the 
re-organization of the government of Vir- 
ginia and in the formation and develop- 
ment of the Federal government. Besides 
the great chief justice, John Marshall, two 
presidents, Thomas Jefferson and James 
Monroe, were numbered among his pupils 
in addition to other of the most brilliant 
legal minds of the time before, during 
and subsequent to his occupancy of the 
law professorship. 

He was a member of the Federal con- 
stitutional convention in 1787, and in the 
following year, of the Virginia convention 
which ratified it. In 1777 Wythe was ap- 
pointed a judge of the court of chancery 
and in 1786 was made sole chancellor of 
the State, which position he held until his 
death in Richmond in 1806. He was one 
of the first judges to lay down the prin- 
ciple that a court can annul a law deemed 
to conflict with the constitution, a doc- 
trine which became of tremendous im- 
portance as applied by his pupil, John 
Marshall. 

Wythe’s home in Williamsburg, now 
restored to its original appearance, typifies 
in Williamsburg an urban Virginia home 
of a gentleman of prominence and of 
more than average means and evidences 
the influence of Virginia’s pronounced 
plantation civilization.

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Early Virginia Glassmakers 


The English Settlers Made Glass in 
The New World in 1608 - 1609 


ERSONS walking along the sandy 

beach where James River washes 

the shore of Jamestown Island, site 
of the first permanent English settlement 
in America in 1607, until recent years 
have occasionally found a glass bead or 
two, or pieces of glass containers. In the 
town site itself many old glass fragments 
have been uncovered. Proof is still lack- 
ing, however, that definitely establishes 
that any of these objects were actually 
made at Jamestown. On the other hand, 
it is a matter of record that the early 
Virginia settlers did produce glass at 
Jamestown, or rather at Glass House Point 
across on the mainland. 

Polish and Dutch workmen were sent 
to Virginia with the Second Supply which 
reached Jamestown in the fall of 1608. 
They were to make glass, pitch and soap 
ashes for shipment to England. There is 
no reason to believe that they were ex- 
pected at Jamestown, and evidently no 
preparations were made for them prior to 
their arrival. Their crucibles, pontees, 
blowing pipes, and shaping tools they 
must have brought with them, for within 
a few weeks they had built furnaces and 
made a run of glass. When the Second 
Supply ship left later in the fall, or early 
winter, the results of the “tryals” of glass 
formed a part of the cargo. The priority 
has been claimed that this production of 
glass in 1608 was the first “made-in- 
America” article exported from the Eng-

lish colonies. Production continued for a 
time: there is record that another “tryal 
of Glasse” was run in the spring of 1609. 

Having produced glass so soon after 
their arrival, the assumption is that the 
first furnaces were built in the open, 
without benefit of cover, late in 1608. 
Afterwards, perhaps, the necessary build- 
ing was done to provide working, and 
living quarters. William Strachey, secre- 
tary and recorder for the Colony, wrote 
of this enterprise saying: 

“... this country wants not salsodiak 
to make glasse of, and of which we 
have made some stoore in a goodly 
howse sett up for the same purpose, 
with all offices and furnaces thereto 
belonging. . .” 


What did these early glass workers 
produce? The records are silent on this 
point, and no archaeological findings to 
date have supplied the complete answer. 
Some who have studied the question have 
concluded that beads were made, others 
feel that bottles were produced, and a few 
believe that both beads and bottles came 
out of this early activity. The project was 
active in 1608-1609, and, in the winter of 
1609, was looked upon as likely to pro- 
duce one of the country’s staple and cer- 
tain commodities. 

The location of this first attempt at 
glassmaking has been fixed with a reason-

den, is the heart of the Valentine Museum in 
Richmond, a free Museum of the life and 
history of the Richmond region. 

The Wickham-Valentine House, as it is called, is a 
Georgian mansion built in 1812 for John Wickham, 
the lawyer who defended Aaron Burr. Five years after 
his legal victory, Mr. Wickham established his family 
in this house in the “court end of town”, then the 
fashionable section of the city. Robert Mills, one of 
the earliest American architects, and a protege of 
Thomas Jefferson, designed the house and the garden 
with its widespreading magnolia tree, planted the year 
of the Burr trial; with its boxwood, its old fashioned 
flower borders, and its tinkling fountain. 

The Wickham House, as it was originally called, 
later became the residence of Mann S. Valentine II, 
public-spirited Richmonder, and a patron of the arts. Staircase of Wickham-Val- 
It is now known as the Wickham-Valentine House, for entine House showing well 
when he died, Mr. Valentine left his home to the in shape of an artist’s 
people of his city, to be a museum.

and archaeological collections, his library, his furni- 
ture, and an endowment fund. The Museum opened in 
the Wickham-Valentine House in 1898. 

Furnishings of the old house are of the early and 
middle 19th century. One of the most beautiful 
“palette” staircases in America rises from the circular 
entrance hall. Typical of a way of life that has engaged 
the imagination of less picturesque times, the Wick- 
ham-Valentine House, its furnishings and its garden, 
are an eloquent illustration of how Richmonders and 
Virginians lived in the early days of the Republic. 

The Museum has now outgrown its original quarters, 
and occupies also adjoining buildings that contain the 
historical and archaeological collections. These collec-

A collection of porcelain and pottery 
dogs unique of its kind is now in the 
Valentine Museum in Richmond. The 
novelist, Ellen Glasgow, who during her 
lifetime loved and befriended homeless 
dogs, assembled the collection of 78 
pieces and bequeathed it when she died 
to the Museum. 

About 150 individual dogs are included 
in the Glasgow collection, as the term 
“piece” often applies to a pair, or even a 
set, of three or four dogs. Staffordshire 
spaniels, or “comforters” outnumber the 
other breeds represented. These little 
dogs are about 100 years old. There are 


more than 30 pairs of comforters in a 
variety of sizes and modelling. No two 
are exactly the same. 

Other breeds represented are poodles, 
whippets, setters, hounds, dalmations, 
pointers and toy spaniels. 

The most valuable dog, according to 
Miss Glasgow’s own estimate, is a porce- 
lain pointer of very rare and fine Crown 
Derby Ware, dating from 1780. 

Still earlier is a pair of dogs made by 
Thomas Whieldon about 1740, of a dis- 
tinctive mottled ware. Very rare, too, is a 
pair of bronze lustreware hounds pur- 
chased in England.

OM its very beginning the Virginia 
Pier Society (organized De- 

cember 1831; chartered March 1834) 
has been interested in preserving, not 
only books and manuscript material 
which relate to Virginia’s history; but 
objects of any nature that would help to 
illustrate the life of the people of every 
order, in every age, of Virginia’s history. 
With this known intention the Society has 
become, through the more than a century 
of its life, the recipient of a very large 
number of portraits, and miniatures, 
pieces of furniture, china, glassware, 
silver and pewter, fire-arms, and many 
other objects. Some of the individual 
items have marked intrinsic value; many 
of them are of rare beauty; all of them 
possess historical interest. However, it is 
only within comparatively recent years 
that the Society has been able to effect 
arrangements whereby its splendid collec- 
tions could be properly exhibited. 

The Lee House, home of the Virginia 
Historical Society, on East Franklin 
Street, from its associations with General 
Robert E. Lee and the members of his 
immediate family during the period of 
the War between the States, has always 
been of marked interest to the general 
public; while students of history from all 
parts of the country have come to use the 
rare books and manuscript materials 
which have been safely housed here since 
the building was generously given, in 
1893, to the Society for its home, by Mrs.

able degree of assurance as on Glass 
House Point, that part of the mainland 
across from the northwestern end of 
Jamestown Island. It was formerly con- 
nected to the Island by a narrow isthmus. 
A 24-acre plot here has long been known 
as the “Glass House” tract, certainly since 
the time of the governorship of Sir John 
Harvey. References to the glass works by 
Captain John Smith and others indicate 
this to be the location for the early enter- 
prise. 

It was in 1931 that Mr. Jesse Dimmick, 
then owner of the property, found and 
partially uncovered the remains of early 
furnaces in this area. He found the ruins 
of three crude furnaces built, in part, of 
large river boulders as well as crucible 
fragments, glass drippings, glazed rocks, 
and small fragments of blown objects. 
From those who saw these ruins while 
they were uncovered have come various 
comments as to their identity. The gen- 
eral opinion is that this is the site of an 
early glass factory, and in all probability 
the site of the first attempt at glassmaking 
in Virginia in 1608-1609. If this is not the 
answer, then the remains are probably 
those of the second attempt to make glass 
which was in the years from 1621 to 1624. 
The documents indicate that this second 
glass enterprise may have been centered 
in the same general area. 

Additional archaeological work will be 
needed on Glass House Point and this 
could well provide the answers to many 
of the questions raised here. The area 
now is a part of Colonial National His- 
torical Park and is administered by the 
United States National Park Service. 
Archaeological work is planned for this 
site, but it is not known, at present, just 
when it will begin or how long it will 
continue. The extent of the excavations 
will be determined, in large part, by the 
nature of the findings. 

(Editor’s Note) Jamestown is first in 
importance of all historic shrines. It is 
where the first permanent English settle- 
ment was established when the colonists 
disembarked from their three small ships, 
the Sarah Constant, the Goodspeed, and 
the Discovery. Story by Charles E. Hatch, 
Historian, Colonial National Historical 
Park.

John Stewart of Brook Hill, and her 
daughters. A recent re-arrangement of 
the house to represent a city home of the 
Ante-Bellum period has afforded the 
Society splendid facilities for exhibiting 
much of the furniture which it possesses. 
The main house together with a large 
gallery in the Annex at the back of the 
building now give ample space for 
museum purposes. 

Besides The Lee House the Society also 
has in its keeping two other notable 
houses; Virginia House, in Windsor 
Farms, which with its wonderful furnish- 
ings and gardens was the munificent gift 
of the late Mr. and Mrs. Alexander W. 
Weddell to the Society; and the Battle 
Abbey, on the Boulevard, with its 
treasured memorials of the Southern Con- 
federacy. Virginia House, exquisitely fur- 
nished throughout, contains many rare 
pieces of furniture, painting and tapestry, 
china and silver, and other ornaments, of 
early periods. Only last Fall Mr. Weddell 
published A Description of Virginia 
House .. . in which he not only told the 
story of the erection of the house from 
historic English materials; but, told 
minutely of the treasures which have been 
gathered there; charmingly illustrating 
his book with views of the exterior and 
interior, the latter showing many of the 
pieces of furniture and painting. 

The Virginia Historical Society has 
safely guarded its treasures of every 
nature and they are specifically in charge 
of the Curator of the Society, Mr. John 
Lee McElroy.
